De Caulle hos never faltered 
in his stern ideal of retrieving 
France's shnken pride.

From de Gaulle’s book could 
bave sprung the. seods of the 
mighty Panzer divisions — that 
rumbled across France, stultified 
the Maginot Line and turned 5,- 
000,000 under-weaponed French- 
men Into fleecing disorder.. De 
Gaulle himself, now a tank 
officer commanding ‘the Sth 
Brigade in 1930 and the 4th 
Motorised Division in 1940, 
scored a few tactical successes 
In the belef campaign that 
setiied FFance’s fate for four 
yoars, : 

He was recalled to Paris, now 
France's youngest-- general, to 
assist Paul Reynaud, the new 
Premier. But when Reynaud 
was displaced and Petain nego~ 
{lated the armistice, de Gaulle 
flew to England. He could not 
recognise defeat.

De Gaulle was France's hero 
on Liberation Day. | He return 
ed to Paris amid spectacular 
scenes of adoration, and at once 
formed a provisional ' govern- 
ment, comprising mainly resist- 
ance leaders, which declared at 
the outset. that “legally the 
Republic has never ceased to 
exist." But it did not restore 
the 1875 Republican constitu- 
tion.
